the loop. There are also dead weeks 
between A and B and between B 
and C weeks of pre-release, which, 
the letter states, work to preserve 
a good portion of the boxoffice value 
of the pictures.

In the flippant and engaging sivle 
of ‘The Thin Man’ type of murder 
mystery film, Edward Buzzell has 
infused a good deal of humor and 
speedy pace into his direction of 
‘Fast Company,’ which Frederick 
Stephani has produced for Metro.

The City Welfare Board has been 
viewed with suspicion by showmen 
who maintain it is ‘the mavor’'s 
board.

weeks ago when the mayor proposed 


an ordinance turning all licensing 
of theatres and censorship of their 
performances over to the board.

stringent were the provisions of the

Starting Oct. 1 the CBC will be 
on the air 16 or 17 hours daily in- 
stead of 12 hours. Production costs

Amount of coin available for CBC 
programs is limited due to the fact 
that commercial business which may 
be taken by the Corporation is ie- 
stricted to approximately $500,000 
per annum, in line with a self-im- 
posed policy of the CBC to disarm 
the criticism last year levelled hy 
various publishing interests. 
other revenues available to the CBC

In general, his idea is to afford) 
the agents protection impossible | 
under a licensing setup such as pre-| 
viously proposed. As it stands at} 
present, agencies taking out li- | 
censes must operate under statute, | 
be bagged as violators or suffer 
court losses in cases involving client | 
fees. Goldblatt says he has a de-| 
vice whereby agents can operate 
lawfully without being licensed and 
at the same time still not be lim- 
ited as to commissions. However, 
they can obtain licenses if they care 
to. without hurting the effectiveness 
of the plan. 

Question of licensing is mini- 
mized by Goldblatt as a matter of | 
no consequence. Unlike the other 
groups, his plan will attempt to 
keep out the chiselers and office- 
in-hatters, although eventually the 
scheme would include all those op- | 
erating legitimately. 

Goldblatt would not Oppose any 
agents wishing to take out licenses. 
He regards such action as tending 
to keep peace in the tribe and as 
a harmless gesture toward re-| 
spectability. Also sees the possi-

In these parlous and uncertain days 
it might miss fire, but In any event 
it is worthy of consideration for 
New York. 

A pompous middle-aged man with 
two married daughters is married 
to a young wife. They reside in a 
small village in Asia Minor. A vol- 
canic eruption is threatened and 
they pack food and sundries into a 
caravan drawn by mules, The wife 
loves an engineer, who has been 
working in the district, but refuses 
to go away with him, deciding to 
carry on loyaly with her husband. 
The husband and two daughters 
leave the house and get into the 
caravan. but the wife hears the tele- 
phone, comes back to answer it, and 
the mules bolt without her. 

The eruption occurs, the caravan 
occupants are ‘marooned’ in a 
mountain for a year, and the young 
wife is believed to have died. Asa 
matter of fact. as the husband and 
his daughters have not been heard 
of. she presumes they have been 
lost and marries the young engineer. 
In the third act they all meet, and 
numerous complications arise. 

To keep things going, there are 
some outside character drawings 
that are genuinely funny and unique, 
especially when so well played by 
Henrietta and Margaret Watson. 

London had recently been invaded 
by quite a few new writers of plays 
that seem to have excelled in dialog, 
but it is some time since a new plot- 
tist has manifested.
